BIHAR SCHOOL OF ENGINEERING. 


Rgvised Prospectus for Admission. 

Tus School is under the management of the Principal of the Patna College, assisted by 
a Board of Visitors. It owes its origin toa fund raised by residents of Bihar to commemorate 
the visit to India of His Royal ichewn the Prince of Wales. The object of the fund was 
the promotion of technical instruction in Bihar. The School was formally opened on the 
Lith July 1896 by His Honour the Lioutenant-Governor of Bengal. 

2. The number of students admitied to the first-year class of each year will be limited 
to 60, of whom only 15 can be other than Biharis by race (viz., natives of the United 
Provinces, Oentral Provinces or Bengalis); but should the number of suitable applicants 
who are Biharis by race be insufficient to fill up the 45 vacancies, then the vacancies thus 

can be given to those applicants who are natives of the United Provinces, Central 
Provinces, or Bengalis domiciled in Bihar or non-domiciled Bengalis. 

As far as accommodation is available, students who have passed the final 2 class examin- 
ation will be- admitted to the second-year class, provided they are not over 21 years of age, 
preference, again, being given to Biharis and domiciled Bengalis. ‘he 

8. The Schoo! as at present constituted is chiefly engage! in training students for 
4ppointment as Sub-Overseers and Overseers.

The uecessary additional buildings have now been completed ; and Government has agreed to 
reserve one appointment annually for a qualified student from this School, who must be a 
Bihari by race.

5. In the Overseer Department, which corresponds to the Apprentice Department of 
the Sibpur College, the monthly fee is Re. 1-8, except for non-domiciled Bengalis, who 
shall pay Rs, 3. All scholarship-holders, however, receive free tuition. Government scholar. 
ships of the value of Rs, 7 a month, tevable for one year, are awaided each year on the 
results of the annual examinations, eig/it being tenable in the second-year olass, siz in the 
third-year class, and siz in the fourth-year p By Of the scholarships attached to the 
School, 75 per cent. of them are to be reserved for those students who are Biharis by race. 
The teaching is in English. 

6. Candidates for admission to the Overseer Department must be under 20 years of 
age, and must have passed one of the tests mentioned below :— 

(1) The Entrance examination of an Indian University in English and Mathematics, 
(2) Standard VII of the Code of European Schools.

Tats School is under the management of the Principal of the Patna Oollege, assisted by 
a Board of Visitors. It owes its origin to a fund raised y residents of Bihar to commemorate 
the visit to India of His Royal Highness the Prince of Wales. The object of the fund was 
the promotion of technical instruction in Bihar. The School was formally opened on the 
llth July 1896 by His Honour the Lieutenant-Governor of aap 9 

2. Phe number of students admitted to the first-yearsclass of each year will be limited 
to 60, of whom only 15 can be other than Biharis by race (viz., natives of the United 
Provinces, Oentral Provinces or Bengalis); but should the number of suitable applicants

RESOLUTION—By the Government of India, Revenue and Agricultural Dept. 


Tux Bill to provide for the constitution and control of Co-operative Oredit Societies in 
India has now been passed into law as Act X of 1904; and the Government of India desire 
to — for the information of their officers and of the public at large, the considerations 
by which they have been influenced in framing its provisions, and to indicate the principles 
in accordance with which they desire that the Act should be worked. 

2. One of the most difficult problems with which the small agriculturist is everywhere 
confronted is to obtain the money which is necessary for his operations at a reasonable rate 
of interest. This is a state of affairs by no means peculiar to India, The potty agrioulturist 
of Europe is for the most part financed by borrowed capital, and there too the money-lender 
takes advantage of the exigencies of the cultivator to demand exorbitant terms. In India, 
however, the problem is aggravated by the fact that Indian rates of interest are to some 
extent survivals from times when the security which the agriculturist had to offer was of fur 
smaller value than at present, and also by the fact that the money-lender has not been slow 
to take advantage of the unwillingness of the Civil Courts to go behind the terms ofa 
written bond, 

8. The desirability of providing the peasant with some means of spinning the capital 
required for agrioultural operations otherwise than at usurious rates of interest has at various 
times engaged the attention of the Government of India and of all who are interested in 
promoting the welfare of the agricultural classes. In 1882 anil 1883 a scheme for an 

ioultural bank in the Poona district was propounded by Sir William Wedderburn, then a 
member of the Bombay Civil Service, and by several intelligent and publio-spirited residents 
of that ae 3, ut the scheme, after careful examination, was, for various reasons, 
eventually abandoned. 

4, 1892 Mr. (now Sir Frederick) Nicholson, a Madras Civilian, who had made a 
special study of the eisen and other systems of land banks on the continent of Europe, 
was on special duty by the Madras Government for the purpose of enquiring into the 
possibility of introducing into the Madras Presidency a system of agricultural or other land 
_ banks, His report was reviewed in 1899 by the Madras Government, who expressed the 
opinion that the question of rural credit in the Madras Presidency was not a matter of 
immediate necessity and urgency; and stated that if a few rural banks could be started on 
strictly Raffeisen lines and their working watched for a few years, the Governor in Council 
might then be in a position to make recommendations. } 

. On receipt of Mr. Nicholson’s report by the Government of India, copies were 
forwarded to Local Governments and opinions were invited as to the possibility and advis- 
ability of action by Government. A reference was at the same time suggested to a recent 

blication by Mr. H. Dupernex, a member of the Indian Civil Service in the United 

vinoes, on Peoples’ Banks in Northern India. It appeared from the replies received 
that the question had already been taken up independently in some provinces, more 
partioularly in the United Provinces and in the Punjab. After some intermediate discus- 
sion, the opinions of Local Governments were considered in June 1901 by a stron

They are reported, however, not to.adbere strictly in practice to the o0-operative ‘principle, 
and it has been pointed out that they work on lines more closely approximating to those of . 

English Building Societies or Provident Funds than to those of purely co-operative credit 
societies ; and that while they encourage the development of thrift and business habits, their 
methods are not suitable to the agricultural classes, and afford many Yat for abuse. 
The spread of these institutions may be taken as giving some indication of the possibility 
of the successful development of credit societies on better lines, but they find their clients 
among a more highly educated and advanced class than the mass of the agricultural popula- 
tion. In other parts of the country the societies that have been started have hardly 

the experimental stage. In the United Provinces Mr, Dupernex was placed on ial duty 
by Sir A. P. MacDonnell for the purpose of discovering by local enquiries how best to 
establish agricultural bauks in selected localities ; and in accordance with his recommenda- 
tions steps were taken, at the suggestion of Government, for the establishment of societies 
in many districts. In the Punjab action was taken by district officers on their own 
initiative, and societies were formed in the Multan apd Dera Ismail Khan districts by 
Mr. Maclagan and Captain Crosthwaite, which give) distinct promise of success; and 
in Bengal several societies have been started, which, under the fostering influence of 
sympathetic officials, have made some progress. But it is difficult as yet to form any reliable 
opinion as to the extent to which any of these societies represent a genuine movement, or 
how far their existence is merely due to a desire to carry out what are believed to be the 
wish's of Government, 

9. In considering the question if soon became apparent that no real advance was 
possible without legislation. The Companies Act at present in force (Act VI of 1882) 
contains 256 sections, and its elaborate provisions, however necessary in the oase of combina- 
tions of capital on a large scale, are wholly unsuited to societies of the kind it is now desired 
to encourage. The first thing to be done, therefore, was to take such societies out of the 
operation of the general law on the subject, and to substitute provisions specially adapted to 
their constitution and objects. In the second place, it was desirable to confer upon them 
special privileges and facilities, in order to encourage their formation and assist their opers- 
tions. And, thirdly, since they were to enjoy, exemption from the general law and facilities 
of a special nature, it was necessary to take such precautions as might be needed in order to 
prevent speculators and capitalists from availing themselves, under colourable pretexts, of . 
privileges which were not intended for them. 

10. ‘Chere were two cardinal objects which the Government of India kept in view in 
framing the present Act. The first is simplicity. Some of the schemes which were laid 
before them were far too elaborate for the comprehension of the olasses for whom they were 
intended, but who certainly could never have complied with their provisions. The second is 
elasticity. The aim has es to lay down merely the general outlines, and to leave the 
details to be filled in gradually on lines which the experience of failure or suoosss and the 
natural development of the institutions may indicate as best suited to cach part of the 
country. So far, therefore, as it deals with the constitution of the-societies, the provisions of 
the Act have been confined to those pr which all co-opsrative credit societies 
must accept as the condition of being permitted to enjoy the advantages afforded by special 
legislation. There are other mattors in respect of which some guidance and some restriction 
will be necessary; and they have been left to be dealt with by Local Governments in 
accordance with local needs, in the exercise of the rule-making power which the Act confers 
upon them, But the Government of India desire to impress upon all Governments that 
simplicity and elasticity are as essential iu the rales framed under the law as they are in the 
law itself, and that especially in the first instance, and until further experience has been 
zained, the regulative interference of Government should be limited strictly to essentials, so 
as to leave spontaneous growth unhampered. Experiment is as neoossary within the Province 
ue it is within the Empire. ? 

ll. The p-esent legislation is especially designed to assist agricultural oredit, which 
presenis a far more important and more difficult problem tnan dues industrial credit, though 
" it is recognised thut societies may properly be ‘started in towas also by non-agrioulturists, 
and it is even possible that in some places the establishment of town benks may usefully 
precede and even assist the starting of purely agriouitural societies. If in any téwn the 
people start a saciety on a co-operative basis of their own accord, it will be ible to 
encourage and help them, and to give them the benefit of official advice, But, in the opinion 
of the Government of India, it should b+ left to them to move in such cases; and local 
officers should be instruoted that rural societios are to be their first care. ‘The agricultural 
problem is more serious and far more difficult to deal with than the industrial m, and 
ut is necessary that effort should be concentrated. is a

- doubtless will be many more in the future, which never handle money, their whole 


transactions being conducted in grain. Aud the object of the provisions in question was 
to seoure that agricultural produce should stand on precisely the same footing as money for 
all purposes of subscriptions, deposits, advances, payments and recoveries. Upon 
further consideration of the question, it was decided that such transections were within the 
otereg é powers of the societies, and that no special reference to the subject was needed 
in the Act. + 

20. No provisions of the original Bill were mre severely criticised by some, or more 
stoutly supported by others, than those which related to loaus upon the seourity of 
jewellery and upon the mortgage of land It had been proposed to prohibit rural societies 
irom advancing money against jewels, on the ground that the basis upon which these 
societies should work was not material security, but the credit which. arose from the 
individual character and substance of their members. It was pvinted out in reply that 
while personal credit was undoubtedly the basis of their transactions, such things as jewels 
might properly be received as collateral security ; that the oustom of the country is to 
jewellery ns available fur this purpose ; and that if a member is debarred from utilising his 
miuterial credit to the full in borrowiug from bis society, Upore will be a danger of his using 
it to borrow from the money-lender. After full ovrsideration of the question it was 
decided that while there are practical difficulties in-connection with the custody and valuation 
of jewellery, which might be formidable in the case of some village societies, it would be 
na to make distinctions. When a rural sosiety is located in a town or large Myer 2 with 
silyersmiths available; with ready market at hand, and with members and officers of 
intelligence, it may safey be trusted to conduct transactions whivh might be dangerous 
iu the vase ofa more strictly rustic association. Power has therefore been given to the 
Registrar to allow any society which he thinks can safely be trusted to advance money upon 
jewellery, and he will be able to feel his way in the matter. 

21. The question of mortgage was still more difficult. Almost all the considerations 
upon either side which have been referred to in the preceding puragraph apply here also, with 
the addition of others of still greater im noe. On the one hand, one of the methods in 
which an involved cultivator can most effectively be assisted is by eo to substitute 
a mortgage upon reasonable for one upon exorbitant terms; and a member who is refused 
the eredit to which his property in land fairly entitles him, merely because he is not allowed 
to hypothecate it to the society, may be driven to the monoy-lender for a loan which, had it 
not been for the pruhibition, he might have taken from the society with advantage to both 
parties. On the other hand, it is exceedingly inadvisable that these societies should be 
allowed to lock up their limited capital in a form in which it is not readily available ; their 
most useful form of business will probably be small loans for short periods with prompt 
recoveries; and itis above all things desirable that they should keep out of the law courts. 
The final conclusion was that loans upon mortgage should be allowed in the first instance ; 
but that the Local Government should have powor to prohibit or restrict them, cither 
generally or in 4 i case, if it is found that interference is necersary. The 
matter is one whi ould be very carefully watched 

22. he provisions of sections 12 and 13 of the Act, to the effect that the number 
and value of shares to be heldin a co-operative society by a single individual shall be 
strictly limited, and that shares shall not be trausferablo until they have been in the possession 
of the holder for a fixed period, are of importance.
